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This is a decision on the petition filed March 14, 2005, to 
suspend the rules under 37 CFR 1.183. 

The petition is dismissed. 

Petitioner states, "Submitted herewith is a Supplemental 
Information Disclosure Statement including Form PTO-144 9, which 
lists 7 references. Among the references listed on Form P10-1449 
is PCT Publication Number WO 01/57190, which contains a Sequence 
Listing that is greater than 5,000 pages in length.
